In J a p a n pipe cases an d to­ 
bacco pouches a re m a n u fa c tu red from 
the m ateria!, as well as a kind of wall 
paper, which is already becom ing f a s h ­ 
ionable iii A m erica. 
Such wall papers 
of vegetable leather a rc tu rned ou t in 
beautiful designs for w all and ceiling 
decoration, being stam ped it lid mod­ 
eled by hand in most artiste* p a tte rn s 
It w ould seem th a t A m ericans have 
a good deal to learn from the Ja p a n e se 
ab o u t 
paper-m iiking. 
A lready 
large 
q u an tities of a n o th e r kind >f paper ob­ 
tained from th e sam e plant tire im port­ 
ed for use as legal docum ents, diplo­ 
m as, deeds and bonds. 
Tiler** an* a t 
least eight o th er p lants from w hich 
tin* su b jects of tin* M ikado o b ta in pa­ 
per stuff, w hile this c ou ntry depends 
for such m aterial upon wood pulp and 
rags of cotton aud linen.

WAS reading the 
story of the re­ 
porter who stum­ 
bled on the mys­ 
tery of a wedding 
which puzzled all 
the 
city 
editors, 
and it reminds me 
of another piece 
of luck that made 
all the other re­ 
porters on the Rec­ 
ord ‘sit up’ and 
take notice,” said 
Billy Igleheart. 
Igleheart—he Is 
now Mr. William 
Igleheart and manages the Salt Lake 
Herald, of which W. A. Clark is presi­ 
dent—developed In Chicago the quali­ 
ties which have made him a success­ 
ful newspaper publisher. 
During the 
days of the world’s fair he was in 
charge of the Record’s bureau on the 
grounds and bossed a staff that was 
enthusiastic, active and rather prided 
itself upon its ability to get every bit 
of news on the ground a day or two 
ahead of anybody else. 
One day the rumor reached the office 
that Thomas A. Edison was in the 
city, and had been on the fair grounds 
every day for a week without being 
recognized or interviewed. 
Mr. Ed­ 
ison’s opinion of the fair, and partic­ 
ularly of the electrical display, had 
been awaited by every electrical ex­ 
pert In the country, and the value of 
his impressions of the great exposition 
was too apparent to need a diagram. 
News that the wizard was close at 
hand, and that he had been prowling 
about for a week without discovery, 
gave Igleheart a shock 
which 
pro­ 
duced something 
partaking 
of 
the 
symptoms ojf, both nervous prostration 
and heart disease. 
He was certainly 
worried and his nights were sleepless. 
Every day he tried a new scheme, 
and every man on the staff tried his 
hand at locating the great inventor. 
The electricity building was watched; 
the grounds were divided up into sec­ 
tions. a section assigned to each re­ 
porter. and a patrol system established 
which would have done credit to the 
experienced sleuths of Scotland Yard. 
A face so familiar as Edison’s of­ 
fered hope of detection even in a big 
crowd, but with 200.000 or 300,000 vis­ 
itors on the grounds the task proved 
insuperable. 
Prof. Barrett, who was 
chief of the 
electricity 
department, 
had no information to give, no light 
to offer, and the boys were at their 
wits’ end, scared all the time for fear 
that some pther paper would blossom 
with an Edison story. 
Finally, after two days of anxiety, 
which threatened to send every mem­ 
ber of the staff to the detention hos­ 
pital. Igleheart decided to participate 
actively in .{fie search himself. He ac­ 
cordingly went to the electricity build­ 
ing, walked into the chiefs office and 
found the assistant, Dr. Allan Horns­ 
by. 
there 
alone. 
Without 
giving 
Hornsby a chance to collect himself, 
Igleheart said: 
“Doc. I want to find Edison. 
I’ve 
Just got to have an interview with 
him. and must have it to-night.” 
Hornsby, an old and thoroughly ex­ 
perienced 
newspaper 
man 
himself, 
smiled euiltily and tried to dodge, but 
he finally admitted with great reluct­ 
ance. when pushed to the extreme, 
that Edison was in town, and that his 
whereabout* were known. 
“But I can’t tell you where he is. 
continued Hornsby, “much as I’d like 
to, for we are under orders not to give 
him away. 
That’s all there is to It 
and you are simply wasting time by 
trying to pry anything out of me.” 
Ingleheart was determined. He was 
also desperate, and he sat 
in 
with 
Hornsby for an hour, but without sue 
cess. When he pleaded. Hornsby was 
stone. 
When he threatened, Hornsby 
Just laughed and reminded him that 
he knew something about the game 
himself. Igleheart appealed to Horns­ 
by’s sympathies, his esprit du corps; 
he worked every turn which is part 
of the equipment of the man whose 
business It Is to 
elicit 
information 
from sources from which information 
Is not supposed to come. 
At last Hornsby said: 
“Look here, 
Igleheart. there is no use of your try 
lug the old games on me. I’m not go­ 
ing to give up, and if you knew where 
Edison is you couldn’t get at him. I’d 
like to help you. but I can’t, and that 
Is all there Is to it. You will have to 
try somewhere else.” 
At the end of another 
hour 
and 
purely on the ground of friendship. 
Hornsby agreed to write a note to Mr. 
Edison on the stationery of the de­ 
partment of electricity. 
It read this 
way: 
“Dear Mr. Edison; 
The bearer I* a 
reporter from the 
Chicago 
Record. 
He knows that you are in town, wants 
an interview and ought to have it for 
the persistence he has shown In locat­ 
ing you. 
With fear and trembling, I 
am, sincerely yours, 
“J. ALLAN HORNSBY.” 


Once in possession of the note Igle­ 
heart again tackled Hornsby for a 
mere hint as to the whereabouts of 
Edison. It was without avail. The as­ 
sistant chief would not give further 
information, and Igleheart finally re­ 
turned to his office. 
He thought the 
matter over, he figured on the possi­ 
bilities and tried to evolve some 
scheme which might lead to a reason­ 
able clew. 
Suddenly the light came. 
Igleheart called Herbert Wright, then 
a reporter on his staff, now a broker 
in New York, and told him to go to

PAINT DUG OUT OF GROUND 


Shafts Forty Feet Deep Sunk 
Strange Mine Located in 
Central Oregon.

The story of a soap mlno in Idaho 
from which Pullman trains 
obtain

port from Lane county, In central Ore­ 
gon, to the effect that paint has been 
discovered in the earth and is being 
mined like gold, says a Portland spe­ 
cial to the Baltimore American. The 
paint is said to be of good quality, and 
the owners of the mine think they 
have a bonanza. 
Details of the 
methods 
used 
in 
paint mining are not contained 
in 
the report, but it Is said that in min­ 
ing for the paint several shafts 30 
to 40 feet deep were sunk. The shafts 
penetrated seevrai 
strata, and 
the 
paint was found to exist In successive 
layers, with a thin strip of separating 
sediment. 
The strata have a width 
of four to five feet, ana ihe color of 
the paint In the successive 
strata 
varies from an excellent ochre to a 
dark hue. 
The owners of the mine 
expect to market their paint success­ 
fully. and will have an exhibit of it at 
the Lewis and Clark exposition, which 
will be held in Portland from June I 
to October 15.

FIND RECORD OF DE SOTO. 


L etter on Flk Skin D iscovered A fter 
T hree C enturies. 
A fter more than three centuries a rec­ 
ord of the De Soto expedition has been 
found on the shore of L ake Itasca, M inn., 
under a huge bowlder, where it has lain 
undisturbed. 
The record, w ritten on the 
skin of an antelope, was found by Chea­ 
ter G ray, a farm er living on the shore 
of Lake Itasca, which is the source of 
the Mississippi river. 
H e will send the 
record to the Sm ithsonian institution in 
W ashington. 
The bowlder under which 
the antelope skin letter was found had 
aroused G ray’s curiosity aud finally he 
blasted it away. 
Buried under it aud 
still well preserved he found the skin. 
T he record, which is barely legible,^ is 
dated Aug. 9, 1547, and signed by F e r­ 
dinand Yillenu and Sa nodo Cueva, mem­ 
bers of De Soto’s exploring party, who 
in the letter say they have named the 
lake, whence arises the great river in 
which De Soto had been buried six years 
before, “ L ake De Soto." 
“ Many wild 
red men and women are about us,’’ it is 
w ritten in the record, “but they are our 
friends and we are theirs, and we move 
among them and tell them of the world 
beyond these leafy walls and of God and 
heaven, but they do not hearken to us 
and often point to their brows and shake 
their heads. 
We have told them of the 
wonderful river that has been our friend 
and have named it for them, and for us, 
in their tongue, ‘Mizi-Cepi,’ which means 
‘G reat River.’ 
They tell us of w ars in 
generations now long gone 
by 
from 
which people suffered, and how they have 
been conquered and driven far to the 
north, but have gained strength again 
when the boys grew to be men and have 
returned and driven out the invaders of 
their hunting grounds. 
And they tell us 
th a t even now a m ighty and w arlike 
nation, dwelling to the 
eastw ard, on 
w ater so great th at it stretches out to 
meet the sky, m ake th reats to come and 
take this fair land from our friends. 
F o rb e a r th at this may indeed c um* to 
pass and we lose our lives in strife, aud 
thus our discovery and our history be 
forever lost, we m ake this w riting and 
bury it where in future days it may be 
found and knowledge given to m ankind."

student, on the appearance of the Cos­ 
sacks, m ounted the barricade and ap­ 
pealed to them to join the people instead 
of killing their brothers who were strug­ 
gling for the freedom of their common 
country. 
The Cossacks answ ered with 
four volleys, killing nine and wounding 
about forty persons. 
Sim ilar seen* * are 
occurring everywhere. 
Tile cro w d s flee­ 
ing be fo re the charging Cossacks invade 
private houses and hide in garrets and on 
the roofs. 
Many private apartm ents 
have been converte I into tem porary hos­ 
pitals for the succor of wounded refu­ 
gee*. 
St. Petersburg up to M onday contin­ 
ued outw ardly calm. but there was the 
most intense excitem ent beneath the sur­ 
face. 
The strike comm ittee continued 
to restrain the people from violence, this 
being considered the best means of a t­ 
taining the ends in view. 
T he commit­ 
teemen believe that tile longer an open 
collision, which would force a show of 
hands, can be avoided the better their 
chances. 
The arm y, they say, is being 
gradually won over to the people’s cause. 
Only the Cossack* are absolutely faithful 
to the existing regime. 
The nows from the province* indicates 
th at the authorities are getting control 
in some sections hut generally the situa­ 
tion is growing worse instead of improv­ 
ing. 
In many places the students and 
striker* are fighting the “ Black H un­ 
dred.** as the bands of roughs are term ­ 
ed. 
The dem ands of the people are increas­ 
ing proportionately with the success of 
tile dem onstrations. 
The cry for a con­ 
stituent assem bly is now alm ost univer­ 
sal. but the “R eds” declare th at even 
th a t would not satisfy the people, and 
add th at there “ m ust be some lamp-post 
work.”

A limited train south bound on the 
W abash railroad prevented a gang of 
laborers from laying the rails of the In­ 
terurban Electric line across the Wabash 
right of way near Litchfield by stopping 
at the proposed crossing and remaining 
nu hour until relieved by a freight train. 
Two watchmen who had attempted to 
prevent the track laying were seized and 
bound by the laborers previous to the 
arrival of the fast train. 
The laborers 
had succeeded iii laying rails across the 
Burlington and Illinois Central tracks 
and were about to begin laying across the 
Wabash when the limited train prevent­ 
ed.

JAPAN S FIR ST SEA VICTORY. 


C hinese 
A rm a d a 
D estroyed L a rg ely 
by th e E lem en ts C enturies A ko* 
Iii a book recently issued by Oka 
kura-Y oshisnbura 
entitled “The Jap ­ 
anese Spirit,” the w riter gives a brief 
account of the destruction of a former 
arm ada more than GOO years ago—an 
event which took place in the sam e 
locality as the battle of May 28, but 
which w as due as m uch to the ele­ 
m ents as to the intrepidity and cour­ 
age of the Japanese iii resisting inva­ 
sion. 
Mr. O kakurn says: 
The m ighty K ublai, grandson of the 
great Genghiz K han, haughty w ith his 
resistless arm y, whose devastating in­ 
trepidity taught even Europe to trem ­ 
ble at the mention of his name, dis­ 
patched .‘in em bassy to the Japanese 
court to dem and the subjection of the 
country. 
The m essage was referred 
to K am akura, then the seat of 
th* 
IIojo regency, and was. of course, in­ 
dignantly dism issed. 
Enraged a t this, 
Kubali equipped a large num ber of 
vessels with th e choicest sailors China 
could furnish. 
The invading force w as successful 
at first aud com m itted m assacres in 
I kl and Thushiina, islands lying be­ 
tween K orea and Japan. 
The position 
w as m enacing; even the steel nerves 
of 
the 
trained 
sam urai 
felt 
th at 
strange thrill a patriot knows. 
Shinto 
priests 
and 
Buddhist 
monks 
w ere 
equally busy at their prayers. 
A new 
em bassy 
came from the threatening 
Mongol leader. 
The im perious am bas­ 
sadors w ere taken to K am akura to he 
put to death as an unm istakable sign 
of contem ptuous refusal. 
A trem endous Chinese fleet gathered 
in the boisterous Bay of Geukai in the 
sum m er of 1821. 
At last the evening 
cam e w ith the om inous glow on the 
horizon th at foretells an approaching 
storm . It w as the plan of the conquer­ 
ing arm y victoriously to land the next 
m orning on the holy soil pf K yushu. 
But during this critical night a fearful 
typhoon known to this day as the “di­ 
vine storm ” arose, breaking the 
jet- 
Mack sky with its trem endous roar of 
thunder anti bathing the glittering a r­ 
mor of our soldiers guarding the coast 
line in w hite flashes of dazzling light. 
The very heaven and, earth shook be­ 
fore the m ighty anger of nature. 
The result w as th a t the daw n 
of 
the next m orning saw the whole fleet 
of the proud Yuan th at had darkened 
the w ater for miles sw ept com pletely 
aw ay into the botom less Sea of Gen- 
kai. to the great relief of the horror­ 
stricken populace and to the unspeak­ 
able disappointm ent of our determ ined 
soldiers. 
O ut of 
the hundred thou­ 
sand w arriors w ho m anned the invad­ 
ing ships only three are recorded to 
have survived the destruction to tell 
tho dism al tale to 
th eir 
crestfallen 
great khan.—Jap an Chronicle. 


E A R L Y A N N A L S O F IL L IN O IS . 


C opy o f R eco rd s a* F a r B ack as 1 7 3 7 
D isco v er ed in I llin o is . 
The trustees of the Illinois State his­ 
torical library have planned to make a 
system atic examination of the archives 
of the State for documents of all kinds 
which will throw light on the early his­ 
tory of Illinois and have employed Mr, 
Alvord of the historical departm ent of 
the University of Illinois to visit the old­ 
er towns of the State for this purpose. 
Already the search has been rewarded. 
la the office of the Circuit Court of 
Belleville are several 
manuscripts 
of 
great Interest to 
historical 
students, 
about which a report has already been 
prepared. 
Among these is probably the oldest 
civil record of the Northwest. 
It is the 
register of the clerk of the French court 
of the district of the Illinois for the years 
1737-170©. in which were recorded dona­ 
tions of property, whether made between 
tile living or by last will anil testam ent. 
The French attem pted to extend their 
entire system of government and law to 
the western wilds, and such records as 
these were kept in the same form aud 
m anner as iii the city of Paris. 
The 
clerks were trained notaries and have 
left an excellent example of the notarial 
art as practiced in the eighteenth cen­ 
tury. 
The first clerk, Jean Baptiste Bertha* 
Barrier, fired at K askaskia un'ii 1754 
and then removed with the other mem­ 
bers of the court to Fort Chartres, where 
he continued to record donations in this 
register until 1757. when he was suc­ 
ceeded by Joseph Labuxiere. 
The lat­ 
ter was clerk of the court when the ter­ 
ritory was surrendered to tthe English 
iii 17G5, and migrated with the othef 
French officials to St. Louis. 
In that city Labuxiere continued to 
keep this register of the court of the 
Illinois until the Spanish took possession 
of the eastern bank of the Mississippi in 
1770. 
Tile accident of his later return 
to the American sill** of-the river, bring­ 
ing this document with him. is the ox 
planation of its presence in Belleville. 
More important, if not so old, are the 
records of the period of Illinois history 
immediately following the 
conquest of 
tho country by George Rogers Clark in 
1778. 
In the fall of that year ( ’lark es­ 
tablished courts, the members of which 
were elected by popular vote. at the three 
French villages of Kaskaskia. Cahokia, 
and Vincennes. 
This was the first popu­ 
lar election held in the territory of the 
Northwest. 
There have been preserved 
in Belleville a few mutilated records of 
th** court which sat in Cahokia. 
It wa> 
composed of eight justices, with a presi­ 
dent. the first being Joseph 
Bowman. 
W eekly sessions were held, at which 
civil and criminal cases were tried. 


KILLS CHENOA MAYOR. 


Supposed M aniac S la y s Brot h er-in -L a w 
and a F a rm er , W o u n d in g O thers. 
Charles Nickel. Mayor of Chenoa, and 
one of the most prominent citizens of 
McLean county, was wantonly murdered 
Saturday afternoon by his brother-in- 
law. William Ledue. in the State Bank. 
of which Mr. Nickel 
was president. 
Hugh I). .Tones, a bystander, was fatal­ 
ly wounded while attem pting to wrest 
the revolver from the hand of the mur­ 
derer. and \Y. V. Ramsay, manager of 
the Central Union Telephone Company, 
and R. J. Erwin, a restaurant keeper, 
leeeivod slight wounds during a fusil­ 
lade which Ledue directed at the people 
who gathered in front of the bank. 
A fter he had killed Mayor Nickel and 
sent the employes of the bank panic 
stricken to tile street, Ledue seized th** 
unconscious form of Jones and dragged 
it into the bank vault, pulling the door 
nearly shut and defying an infuriate*] 
crowd that quickly ga there*! with rifles 
and revolvers. 
W ith tile dying man beneath him. the 
maniac, for no other theory but that 
of insanity is advanced i.t explanation 
of his actions, fired round after round 
from his two revolvers through the open­ 
ing in the vault doorway in reply to the 
volleys directed at him by his besiegers. 
For over six hours Ledue 
held 
the 
town at bay. 
The fumes of burning sul­ 
phur failed to dislodge him from his 
steel fortification. Chloroform and ether 
were employed with the object of stupe 
fyiug the murderer, but without avail. 
Battled in their efforts, the citizens wert* 
talking of lynching. wli**n Sheriff Ed­ 
ward© arrived from Bloomington in re­ 
sponse to an appeal, and after a long 
conversation with Let!uc induced him to 
surrender at 9 o’clock in the evening. 
H e was kept under a strong guard until 
midnight, and then taken t»« Blooming­ 
ton and locked up in tin* county jail.

REMARKABLE GUEST. 


“About as odd a guest as I ever had in 
any house I ever kept,” said the retired 
iotel keeper, “was a regular boarder 
who lived with me once who was very 
fond of pie. 
There was nothing very extraor­ 
dinary in his fondness for pie. I have 
mown plenty of other men that liked 
pie—as it turned out there were lots of 
them right there in that same house 
with him, but there was something re­ 
markable about the extent to which Mr. 
Jillbigton—that wasn’t his real name, 
but it’s near enough to It—allowed his 
fondness for pie to carry him. 
"We had in that house at that particu­ 
lar time a pastry cook who was Just a 
wizard on pies. She could and did make 
pies such as mother used to make every 
day in the week, and we used to keep 
up with all the new pie material as fast 
as it came into market, and so our house 
came to have more or less fame for its 
pies, Just as any hotel or restaurant is 
likely to get a more or less permanent 
reputation for some particularly excel­ 
lent feature of its cooking, and all our 
boarders were very fond of our pies, and 
none more so, of course, than Mr. Jill­ 
bigton. 
“And that pleased us, of course, for 
we liked to have our boarders satisfied, 
but pretty soon the very superior quality 
of the pies turned out by our pastry cook 
got us into trouble, the immediate agent 
being our friend Mr. Jill. Mr. Jill took 
to calling for a second piece. 
"Now, you understand, if ours had 
been Just ordinary pies, with only a lim 
Red demand 
coming for them, it 
wouldn’t have made’any difference to us 
whatever if a few scattering pie fiends 
had occasionally called for an extra 
piece; but as we were situated, with the 
brand of pie that we were turning out, 
Mr. Jillbigton’s calling for an extra piece 
soon made all the difference in the 
v®rld. 
For, you see, with what you 
might call the unusual normal demands 
made upon it the pie section of the kitch­ 
en was already running about to its ca­ 
pacity; and if everybody should take to 
calling for extra pieces of pie, why, we’d 
be up a tree right away. And that's Just 
what happened. 
“When the other regulars saw Mr. Jill­ 
bigton calling for an extra piece of pie, 
and getting it, they all called for extra 
pie, and in two weeks’ time our pie de­ 
partment, that had been in a small way 
a source of pride to us, was putting us 
to all manner of trouble, to say nothing 
about a considerably added expense; 
and then something had to be done 
about it, and I got M$. Jill into my office 
to talk it over. 
“Nice man. Jillbigton, nice a man as 
you would want to meet, and a very 
level-headed man, too, generally speak­ 
ing; woozy only on the subject of pie. 
And I thought that with his general fair- 
mindedness all I’d have to do would be 
mention the fix into which his demands 
had brought us to get him to cut off his 
extra order, when we could get every­ 
body else to do the same, and so we’d 
drop back to our regular comfortable 
gait. 
“But, by gracious, he didn’t see It in 
that light; didn’t see why he shouldn’t 
have extra pie. Wanted to know what I 
kept a hotel for If it wasn’t to please my 
guests; and why I shouldn’t be willing 
to put myself to some trouble, and all 
that sort of thing. And finally I had to 
tell him that it wasn’t only the trouble 
and the general upsettedness that wor­ 
ried me, but that supplying the enlarged 
demands that his calls had created was 
putting me also to an added expense that 
considerably more than consumed th# 
profit on his board; that instead of mak­ 
ing anything on him, I was now the 
same as paying him to make me all this 
trouble! And I thought that that was 
going to be a clincher; but— 
“ ‘Heavens!’ he says, ‘why didn’t you 
mention this to me before? Charge all 
the extra pieces to me. 
Say nothing. 
Give ’em the pie, and you take the credit, 
and I’ll play, gladly. Charge all the ex­ 
tra pie to me!’ 
“And what could I say In a case Ilks 
that? Nothing. He was a man of very 
comfortable means and he meant just 
what he said. 
“And so we put in another pastry 
range and got an assistant for the paltry 
cook, and made more pies and supplied 
all demands and charged to Mr. Jillbig­ 
ton all extra pieces served, amounting 
in some weeks to as much as 300 pieces. 
It took a little bookkeeping in the 
kitchen and the exercise of a little com­ 
mon sense in the dining-room to know 
just exactly how many of the extra 
pieces ordered ought to be charged to 
Mr. Jill and to keep track of them, but 
that was comparatively easy, and at the 
end of every week we would tack on to 
Mr. Jillbigton’s bill that item, for pie 
as per contract, so much, and he paid it, 
and paid It cheerfully. 
“And in this way things ran along 
smoothly enough for about two months 
when suddenly one day the assistant 
pastry cook left. 
“Then for a day we were in deep 
trouble In ths kitchen again over tbs 
pies, and the very next day our great 
pastry cook got a black bordered letter, 
which, 
however, 
was not quite so 
mournful inside as it was out, for it 
told her of a bequest of some sixty-odd 
thousand dollars just left to her, and 
upon reading that letter she quit on the 
spot. 
“But that, instead of increasing oui 
troubles, in reality, after we had once 
got settled down again, ended them, for 
our next pastry cook was not In the 
same class with the star. 'Hie new cook; 
made good pies, but not pies calculated j 
to create any great furor, and soon oui 
pie demand settled down to normal 
again and our troubles were over 
don't often find such a pastry cook as 
our great one, and I have never in all my 
experience met just such another max 
as Mr. Jillbigton.’’—N. Y. Sun.
